A  BLOW   lO  JAPAN 

It  baa  b«cn  rccocnizcd  more  fully 
outside  tba  United  Sute*  than  within 

>at  country  how  terious  is  the  step 
being  taken  in  the  new  legislation 
which  is  to  bar  the  entry  of  Japanese. 
Hitherto  the  Japaaaae  Imvc  held  a 
privileged  position,  if  it  can  be  called 
such,  inSsmuch  a*  they  have  been 
the  only  Aaiatica  legally  permitted 
entry  into  the  United  States.  That 
entry,  however,  wa*  limit^ed  by  a 
"gentleman**  agreement,"  which  was 
rigidly  observed.  The'  fact  that  it 
wa*  observed  very  naturally  increaaed 
the  mortification  of  Japan  because  in 
future  the  nattonals  of  that  country 
arc  to  be  treated  by  the  United  States 
as  in  the  same  cla**  with  the  Chi- 
aftt,  Korean*,  Indo-Chiaaaa  aad  In- 
dians. The  conduct  of  the  Japanese 
in  America  has  been  roost  exemplary. 
1ii4r  are  law-ibiding  aettl<irs,  but 
they  have  been  serious  competitors 
of  the  white  people  in  an  economic 
acnse,  because  they  arc  willing  to 
work  harder  and  observe  simpler 
standards  of  livelihood.  The  new 
disabilities  imposed  on  the  Japanese 
by  the  United  State*,-which,  in  effect, 
mean  that  those  hitherto  excluded  by 
a  mutual  uudcratandiug  are  now  to 
be  barred  by  laW,  has  offended  a 
proud  jicoplc.  The  luw  American 
policy  may  have  no  immediate  con- 
*equences,  but  it  would  be  well  for 
the  Aiherican  people  to  rtoiember 
that  Japan  is  a  proud  nation  and 
does  not  lightly  forget  any  blow  to 
her  pride  or  prestige. 


HIGH  BCUOOL  COURSE 


While  we  are  to  accord  with  the 
principle  of  charging  fcea  for  High 
School  pupils,  because,  until  public 
opinion  sanctioaa  the  Change,  the 
State  should  not  be  held  education- 
ally responsibla  after  tba  aehaal  aft 
limit  has  been  reached,  still  there  is 

one  point  in  the  ^ttitude  of  the  Oak 
Bay  Sabool  Board  which  calls  for 
comment.  That  board  is  to  put  fce.s 
into  iorce  when  High  School  pupils 
have  reiiched  their  seventeenth  year. 
In  this  connection  the  board  believes 
that  pupils  uf  the  High  School  .should 
have  matrKulated  by  the  time  they  arc 
Sixteen  years  old.  Surely  this  is  ex> 
pecttog  too  mach.  Children  are  sup- 
posed to  ^o  to  school  at  the  age  ol 
six  year*.  The  avertgt  affe  fbr  en- 
t*rlnir  High  School  is  14.  so  that  it  i% 
obvious  the  intention  is  that  eight 
years  should  be  spent  in  the  lower 
schools.  A  pupil  entering  High 
School  at  14  and  who  wishes  to 
matriculate  ha*  tu  go  through  .a 
three-year  course  which  mean*  that 
on  the  average,  of  at  least  in  a  con- 
siderable percentage  of  cases,  the 
pupil  Will  b«  sevetiteen,  and  perhaps 
well  advanced  in  the  seventeenth 
year,  before  matriculating.  The  im- 
pression ^treated  'that  pupil*  who  do 

not  mafrirulafr  at  flie  ace 'flf  16  are 
slow  Ik  wrong.  They  arc  not  slow, 
but  On  the  coittr4ry  thaea  fdpil*  who 
do  matriculate  at  that  age  comr  un- 
der the  claasiflcation  of  being  un- 
usually bright  and  intelligent.  The 
proposal  tliat  pupils  who  spend 
lOtigtr  than  three  year*  in  High 
School  %d  #aid  for  is  a  right 

one,  hut  it  should  not  be  accompanied 
by  an  imputation  again*t  those  who 
fail  to  Hiatrlculate  before  they  arc 
seventeen  years  oM.

It  seems  to  be  a  fact  that  govern- 
tnent  i*  becoming  so  complea  and  *o 

costly  everywhere  that  taxpayers  can 
be  given  little  prospect  pf  relief.  Mul- 
tiplication of  office*  and  machinery 
necessitates  the  employment  of  more 
officials  to  tend  and  operate  the 
machinery.  Things  that  the  people  a 
few  years  ago  were  acustomed  to 
doing  for  themselves  are  now  being 
done  for  them  by  the  government, 
and  the  government's  excuse  for 
doing  them  i*  that  the  people,  by 
their  votes,  have  declared  that  such 
things  must  be  dope.  Communism  is 
usurping  the  functions  formerly  dil^ 

charged  by  individuals.

If  our  case  in  British  Columbia  and 
Canada  is  bad,  what  are  the  circum- 
stances of  the  people  of  Creat  T^ritain 
going  to  be  when  the  programme  of 
the  Labor  Government  i*  fully  de- 
veloped? "fhe  government  of  Mr. 
Ramaay  MacDonald  purpo*es  aoa- 
struction  of  two  and  a  half  asUUaa 
houses,  exclusively  for  the  benefit  of 
the  working  classes.  Tbia  is  l|aid  to 
be  a  social  and  economic  reform  that 
is  very  much  to  be  desired  and  should 
have  been  adopted  long  ago.  Some 
of  the  places  working  people  are  com- 
pelled to  live  and  raise  families  to  are 

said  to  be  scandalous.

But  the  interesting  point  in  connec- 
tion with  the  proposed  reform  is  that 
the  cost  of  the  undertaking  is  not  to 
be  borne  by  the  people  deriving  bene- 
fit therefrom  but  by  the  community 
— partly  by  the  government  of  the 
country  and  partly  'by  the  govern- 
ments of  the  municipalities.  The 
bpasea  ara  to  be  reoted  to  their  oc- 
cupants for.  $2  a  week  The  cost  to 
the  government  and  the  municipali- 
ties is  estimated  at  £129.000.000  and 
£62,500,000  annually.  The  people  of 
Great  Britain  are  already  the  highest 
taxed  peopli  to  the  world.  With 
burden  after  burden  being  piled  upon 
their  shoulders,  how  long  will  they 
be  able  to  stand  the  strain  of  paying 
their  taxes  ai)d  competing  for  busi- 
ness to  a  world  that  is  becoming 
more  bttd  inor*  protectionist  in  prin- 
ciple?

ConfrOtited  with  such  a  stale  of 
affairs,  one  would  naturally  expect 
unity  and  harmony  in  the  Conserva- 
tive pkrty.  But  the  leader  of  that 
party  has  lately  been  giving  expres- 
sion to  feelings  that  indicate  what 
may  be  certain  defects  in  his  char 
acter  a*  a  public  man.  Apparently 
he  ha*  not  overloeked  the  psrt  played 
by  syndicated  newspapers  in  the  late 
election,  which  no  doubt  materially 
contributed  to  the  defeat  of  the  Bald- 
win Government  and  to  the  prestige 
the  Labor  (^»over»ment  ha*  gained  for 
the  Labor  party  by  being  called  upon 
to  admlnl*ter  the  sffair^  of  the 
country.  The  Conservative  leader 
evidently  con*ider*  he  was  betrayed 
ia  what  he  regarded  a*  the  house  of 
his  friends,  and  he  ha*  expressed  his 
opinion  of  hi*  betrayer*  In  no  un- 
measured terms.
